A Sailor’s Opinion of Life in the 
Philippines. 


Owing to the many inquiries of friends 
and others of how I found things in the 
Philippine Islands, I will try and give a 
few facts as | saw them there. Many 


lone evenings have 1 sat in a weather, 


board shack in Eastern Canada and read 
weird tales of travelers while the wind 
was howling across the bills and the 
snow was piling in drifts, aud the mer- 
cury was dropping like canteen stock at 
a W. C. T. U. meeting, which went some- 
thing like this: “The Philippine Islands, 
the land of sunshine and beautiful 
flowers; wooing palms and beautiful 
ferns; majestic mountains and rushing 
torrents; curious fruits and picturesque 
people.” Now, from the standpoint of 
a traveler who is in search of the pic- 
turesque, this description is all right—l 
was tempted to enlist by an_ over. 
whelming desire to see the Islands, but 
my desire to see them was no greater 
than my desire to leave them after I got 
there. 

I do not wish to be classed as a pessi- 
mist, but simply wish to describe things 
as lsaw them. The beautiful sunshine 
is a glare, hotter than our hottest July 
sun; the perfume arising from an aver- 
age Philippine flower would drive a 
hyena from:a glue factory ,; the wooing 
palms, as described by Mark ‘Twain, look 
like dilapidated umbrellas and the ferns 
have thorns that leave wounds as if a 
man had been stabbed with a pump han- 
dle; the fruit, well, little dried up 
bananas about the size of a North 
Carolina peanut and small cocoanuts for 
which we had to pay 10 cents each. 

The ten commandments of the sailors 
while on shore were as follows: Don’t 
eat fruit and avoid dysentery. Sleep 
under mosquito nettings and avoid fever. 
As to the people, I will say a word. 
They wear very little clothing and no 
shoes; consequently, they leave tracks 
like a half grown grizzly bear. A man 
wears a hat about three feet in diameter 
and ‘the general effect is that of a calf 
underashed. ‘They area little pin-head, 
insignificant looking people and the 
expression on their faces closely resem- 
bles a mince pie with a burnt crust. 
The high priced war correspondents have 
been charitable enough to divide them 
into tribes and credit them with traits, 
but in my opinion I would say the 
Philippines for the Filipinos and America 
for Americans. One tribe can always be 
named at sight ‘“Oggorates’’-—they wear 
nothing but a Gee-string, let their hair 
grow long and are said to be cannibals ; 
they carry spears and sy@ak a language 
that sounds like a combination between 
a bass drum and a flute. Take the 
bamboo away from the Islands and they 
would certainly collapse; nearly every- 
thing is made of bamboo, houses, hats, 
clothing, cooking utensils, brushes. 
They even eat the inner roots of one 
variety. Give him a point of bamboo 
and a handful of rice, and a native will 
make a good meal. They don’t need 
matches, ag anybody that has been in 
the Islands soon learns how to make a 
fire by rubbing two pieces of bamboo 
together. 

As to mosquitoes and malaria we are 
told that every time a mosquito jabs a 
hole ina person that he either introduces 
a large juicy dose of malaria or presents 
us with a large unknown quantity and 
quality scientifically called philiphantia- 
sis; now we dont know just what phili- 
phantiasis means, but it suggests a horri- 
ble night mare of trunks, tusks and 
bind legs bent forward, so the mosquito 
netting is really indispensable. A sailor 
never goes to the hospital there except 
asalast resort. You may think I am 
suggesting incompetency in the medical 
department but no, sick sailors are given 
the best care possible, they are dieted 
and waited upon and convalescents are 
fed like kings. No patient. is turned out 
of the hospital unless pronounced cured 
and that. means weeks and. weeks of 
confinement. It is the everlasting mon- 

y Otony of clean food and the béd that he 
reads. Now I cannot-very well explain 
this toacivilian, but any ex-sailor or sol- 
dier knows. what I mean, -Malaria and 
dysentexy aré not the only, bugaboos, the 
rainy season means one and when winter 
comes the small pox means another. 
Vaccination protects most of us but oc- 
casionally it doesn’t and then one more 
man is missing at muster, once more the 
trumpeter is called to blow taps. 

The American public, the censor of 
our morals and motives say: “Well he 
knew the risks when he enlisted and 
anyhow he probably joined the navy 
because he failed in everything else.” 
Dear American publie don’t throw all 
your bouquets at the sailors and soldiers. 
1 have often wondered if anyone in the 
States would like to read something 
written by a common sailor in the 
United States navy. IL have read long 
stories on the moral aspects of officers 
in the Philippines based on the opinion 

» of sugar magnates aud poetic letters from 
homesick sailors most of whom are 1n- 
clined to take things seriously. I saw 
an article in a weekly for young folks 
following the close of the canteen in the 
islands. ‘This sketch seemed. like mock- 
ery, the writer launched bunches of 
American beauty roses on the govern- 
ment for the thoughtfulness displayed 
iu establishing commissaries, at which 
the boys could purchase condensed milk, 
pineapple, candy, ginger ale, chewing 
gum, peanuts and a little tobacco, etc. 
tbe main point shown was that the boys 
failed to get enough to eat from the 
bard tack and canned willie (corned 
beef, that the government furnishes, and 
they were at liberty to fill the void with 
canned goods purchased out of the com- 
missary with his $16 per. 

‘bis is not so serious and it is com- 
forting too for were it not for the fa- 
miliar names on the barrels and boxes 
the sailor in tbe Philippine "islands 
would never see anything to remind him 
of bome, except the U.S. on bis canteen 
aud -haversack.

Methuen Neighbors. 

I for one was greatly interested in 
reading the Telegram’s account of the 
marriage of Miss Elise Nevins to Theo- 
dore Morgan of St. Paul, Minn. | Set- 
ting aside the enjoyment one always 
takes on a trip through the estate so 
generously shared with the wayfarers 
to Salem, N. H., I have met with such 
courtesy and appreciation in my, search 
for Nevins data for a lineal descendant 
of the ancestor David (2) from both 
mother and daughter, that I should like 
to tell the tale of the first of the name, 
and how this family came to be linked 
with Methuen. Miss Elise, 
only an adopted daughter and Mrs. 
David Nevins, not of the blood herself; 
are true citizens of the old tows, and 
loyal to the Nevins schemes and tra- 
ditions, but none of the old blood re- 
mains since the death of Henry, whose 
memorial is ‘the Library, while the 
Nevins Home rises in the name of his 
widow Julie. My data 1s not complete 
on the latest of the line, but on the 
early families has been fully verified. 
Thomas Nevins (1) we have considered 
the father of. 2David, as. he appears 
with his wife Martha and a daughter 
Martha, born somewhere in 1738, who 
died in Methuen 1742. After that 
record, we find no further note, of 
Thomas and Martha for 17 long years. 
Whether he formed some colony of 


Scotch who left for New York State, | 


or whether he remained a tenant on 
some farm, in our vicinity, no tax list 
nor deed nor probate reveals his fate 
as yet. Young David, son (1) widow 
Martha appears as a private from And- 
over, marching to the relief of Fort 
Wm. Henry unde: Capt. John Farnum, 
Aug. 1757 at 17, also reported as 
marching 62 miles in camp near Lei- 
cester, Mass. He served as a private 
under Capt. Asa Foster but called of 
Methuen in 1758 and was impressed 
by Lt. Col. John Osgood to move in 
Canada aged 19, April 12, 1759 to 
Andover’s credit and called son 
widow Martha Nevins. She may have 
been kin to some Andover  Presby- 
terians or her boys may have been ap- 
prenticed to some kinsman here,in whose 
family she resided, or they may have 
taken some old farm encumbered with 
a widow's dower to run on shares. No 
further trace is found, but David is 
thus well identified as an Andover 


soldier and the same that died on the | 


Salem & Methuen border May 24, 1817, 
aged about 79. 

There were others of his name at 
this time in different parts of Massa- 
chusetts in the war, so that we cannot 
recover his full record, but I think we 
are safe in sending him where Capt. 
Asa Foster went and he was credited 
also in a report dated 1761 to Capt. 
Edmond Moore (ancestor of Dr. C. E. 
Abbott, if I am right) as an Andover 
private, November 1759 to 1761. In 
June, 1761 our David is replaced by 
his brother John of Andover for 23 
weeks service, mother Martha named, 
as he isa minor. This is all we can 
glean of the family of Thomas and 
Martha Nevins and a tradition of the 
that our David was a 
cousin of the Robert Nevins of Pelham 
and,Hugh Nevins of Gloucester line of 
descendants has come down to us from 
the dim twilight. 

When: Martha died is not known, 
nor when David married Agnes or 
Nanne Campbell, as she ‘was usually 
called, probably, near 1763. 
like many other canny Scotchmen, 
obeyed the injungtion of the “North- 
ern Farmer” to his son “Don’t marry: 
for money Samniy, but go where 
money is.” : . 

Hugh Campbell. and wife Margaret 
lived on Pelham border and had a son 


Dr. Robert among others, and their one | 


daughter we have traced. He divided 
his remaining estate which lay mainly 


in Salem, N. IL. between Robert |

The provision for dating labels on 
canned goods was omitted. The court 
review provision was also eliminated, 
although the right to appeal is not 
questioned. Another important change 
was the cutting out of the section pro- 
viding for appointment of inspectors 
outside the civil service. 

For Erie and Ohio Canal. 

By a vote of 41 to 11 the senate pass- 
ed the bill incorporating the Lake Erie 
and Ohio Canal company. All efforts 
to amend it so as to restrict the power 
of the corporation, limiting capital and 
indebtedness and providing federal su- 
pervision of rates, were defeated. 
Home Supplies For Panama Canal. 

The house agreed to the senate reso- 
lution directing the purchase of sup- 
plies for the Panama canal from Amer- 
ican producers and from the lowest 
bidder, if this be not unreasonable or 
extraordinary. 

Pension to General Bragg. 

The senate voted a pension of $50 a 
mouth to General Edward S. Bragg of 
Wisconsin, commander of the iron bri- 
gade awd author of the remark, -“We 
love-him for the enemies he has made.” 
The general. is now. in feeble health 
and came to Washington to ask this 
help from. the .governinent- 
$25,000 Voted to President. 

The special bill appropriating $25,- 
000 for the coming fiscal year’ to pay 
the president’s traveling expenses and 
making a permanent charge on the 
treasury for this: purpose passed the 
house 176 to 68, a number of Demo- 
crats voting with.the majority for it. 
This differs from the sundry civil 
amendment killed on a point of order 
in that it leaves to the president's dis- 
cretion who shall accompany him on 
his trips. Underwood of Alabama and 
several other Democrats opposed the 
measure on grounds of-expediency and 
constitutionality. Cockran of New 
York in defense of the item eloquently 
praised Roosevelt's speeches as “the 
most potent factors in accomplishing 
in legislation the purport of Democrat- 
ic policies.”’” The measure was opposed 
in the senate by leading Democrats, 
but was passed by a strict party vote. 
To Check St. Louis Monepoly. 

The senate has amended and passed 
the house bill giving St. Louis power 
to build a bridge over the Mississippi 
river, and the house later concurred, 
thus clearing the way for the relief of 
that city from the transportation mo- 
nopoly held by the St. Louis Terminal 
association. : 
Lodge Attacks the Packers. 

When the senate took up the house 
substitute for the Beyeridge meat in- 
spection amendment speeches in oppo- 
sition were made by Senators Proctor, 
Beveridge and Lodge. Mr. Lodge said 
that the packers had brought this whole 
exposure upon themselves, because 
they had always defied the law, He 
{nsisted that they should pay the cost 
of inspection and date their labels.

The house has pissed the Sherman 
bill requiring that baggage in inter- 
state commerce be checked by any 
common carrier to destination, wheth- 
er over its own lines or those of con- 
necting carriers. Failure to do so will 
be punishable by a fine of $1,000. 

To Hoard Public Lands. 

Senator La Follette has brought in 
his resolution authorizing the president 
to withhold all public lands containing 
mineral deposits from entry and sale. . 


House Against Trust Immunity. 

A substitute for the sénate bill to 
regulate the granting of immunity was 
passed by.the house. It provides that 
immunity shall be granted only to 
those who testify on oath, in obedi- 
ence to a subpoena and to witnesses on 
the part of the government. 


EXECUTIVE 


Government Versus Standard Oil. 

After a special meeting of the presi- 
dent and cabinet Attorney General 
Moody announced that it had been de- 
termined to start criminal actions in 
the courts at once against certain offi- 
cers and employees of the ‘Standard 
Oil company and others concerned with 
them in the granting or acceptance of 
rebates or in other violations of inter- 
state commerce laws. ‘These prosecu- 
tions will seek jail sentences as well 
as fines, and it is believed that the 
purpose of the administration is to go 
after Rockefeller, Rogers and other 
high officials. Frank B. Kellogg of St. 
Paul and Charles B, Morrison of Chica- 
go have been employed as special coun- 
sel, and a further investigation has 
been started to determine whether ac- 
tion will lie against the Standard for 
violations of the antitrust laws, These 
cases are the direct result of the Gar- 
field report. 

Norway Mission For Peirce. : 

The president has sent to the senate 
the nomination of. Assistant Secretary 
of State Peirce to be American minister 
to Norway, and Huntington «Wilson, 
secretary of the American embassy at 
Tokyo, to succeed Peirce in the state 
department. Confirmation was prompt. 
New Commissioner of Education. 

Dr. W. T. Harris, for many years the 
official head of the American public 
school system as the United States 
commissioner of education, has resign- 
ed and in his place the president has 
appointed Dr. E._E, Brown, professor 
of education in the University of Cali- 
fornia. President Wheeler of that in- 
stitution and President Butler of Co- 
lumbia joined with Dr. Harris himself 
and the two California senators in rec- 
ommending Brown. 

Reappointed as Ambassador. 

The legation to Turkey having been 
raised to the rank of an embassy the 
president has appointed the present 
minister, John G. A. Leishman, to be 
the first ambassador. 

Aged Clerks Not Useless. 

By direction of the president the ciy- 
il service commission has investigated 
the matter of aged employees in de- 
partmental servite. The number who 
‘gre sixty-five or older is 1,626. Of 
these 8 per cent entered the service 
through examination. -The work of

Signing of Statehood Bill. 

When the president signed the Dill

When the interstate commerce com- 
mission resumed its session at Wash- 
ington Fourth Vice President Thayer 
of the Pennsylvania railroad took the 
stand and endeavored to explain the 
mine rating and car distribution about 
which so much had been heard. He 
contended that so long as private cars 
were in use there was no method to 
prevent some discrimination, and on 
this account they had ordered the sur- 
render of all individual cars after this 
year.

The most important legislation of 
the present session of the Massachu- 
setts legislature is now under discussion 


Saturday as both branches of tlre legis- 
lature were about to close their busi- 
ness, and called for action that should 
stop further acquisition of street. rail- 
ways by steam railroads. 

The particular aim was to put the 
brakes upon the N. Y., N. H. & HL. 
railroad, which has already acquired 
in the western part of the State nearly 
forty per cent. of the street railway 
trackage of the State. As a foreign 
corporation, and through — subsidiary 
holding companies, this company has 
been doing what no domestic corpora- 
tion can do, and what the best-interests 
of the Commonwealth would seem to 
demand should not be done until a 
fuller development of the use of elec- 
tricity in railrvuading has taken place.

Obituary 


HEZEKIAH JONES 


The death of Hezekiah Jones on Satur- 
day last removes from our midst one of 
Andover’s oldest and most respected 
citizens. He was born in Weld, Maine, 
September 8, 1825, his parents having 
moved there from Andover in 1821. 

For the past fifty years he has been a 
resident of this town, occupying the farm 
in Scotland district which had long been 
in possession of the Jones family. 

During his residence in this commun- 
ity he was ever interested in its growth, 
and in the church and Sunday-school. he 
gave of his best efforts. He was a most 
constant and regular attendant at the 
Sunaay and mid-week services of the 
South Church and acted as one of its 
ofticers for several years. 

At the death of his wife in 1894 the 
farm was sold and since that time he has 
resided in the center of the town living 
a quiet and_retired life. For the last 
three years he has suffered much, and 
borne with patience and fortitude the 
increasing feebleness of age.

The funeral was held on Monday, June

officiating. The service at the grave in 
the old South cemetery was rendered 
most impressive by the presence of two 
brothers of the deceased, Rev. Albert N.

Coronation of Haakon VII.

In reply Prince Urusoff, who was for- 
merly assistant minister of the interior 
and thus spoke from experience within 
the ranks of the bureaucracy, declared 
that the massacres were always organ- 
ized by secret forces, “carrying out po- 
Hitical vivisection on humanity,’ and 
that inflammatory proclamations were 
actually printed by the government. 

The anti-Jewish riots and massa- 
cres in and near Bialystok have ceased 
after being in progress almost continu- 
ally for seventy-two hours. Troops 
are now in control under imperative 
orders from St. Petersburg. The origin 
| of the massacres was not authoritative- 
vee known. The Jews now are organiz- 
ing everywhere societies for self de- 
fense. Investigations are in progress. 
Both in England and America ques- 
tions of intervention to stop these mas- 
sacres have been discussed.

The commercial treaty with Great 
Britain has been ratified by the Cu- 
ban senate 11—4, with amendments 
concerning cotling and coastwise priv- 
ileges which made probable its rejec- 
tion by England.

French Loan to Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Announcement was made of the 
terms of the Pennsylvania railroad's 
loan of $50,000,000 in France. The cost 
to the company is said to be a little 
under 4% per cent, while the French 
bankers assume the expense of listing 
the bonds~on the Paris bourse and 
other charges under the French fiscal 
law. The loan can be called at par 
after twelve years at the option of the 
company, President Cassatt said that 
the proceeds would go to meet the 
payments for 33,000 steel cars and 313 
locomotives which are being built at 
a cost of $42,000,000, also to the com- 
pletion of the water supply system. 
Since 1900 the capital stock of the 
Pennsylvania has been increased from 
$129,000,000 to $303,000,000 and. the 
bonded debt from $88,000,000 to $192,- 
000,000. About $122,000,000 has been 
expended in improvements and _ addi- 
tions to the property, while about 
$140,000,000 has been invested in the 
stocks of other companies.

The at 
torneys for the commission say that the 
Standard is receiving rebates from the 
railroads in the form of excessive 
prices and that they are paying at 
least 50 per cent more than would be 
charged by independent companies, 
Higher Prices For Meat. 

The beef trust has raised prices of 
beef, lamb and other meats and meat 
products, presumably to. offset . the 
losses sustained through the recent ex- 
posures. These increases have been 
made gradually during the past two 
or three weeks to the wholesale trade 
until the dealer is now paying from 
three-fourths to 1 cent more per pound 
than before the agitation began, while 
the price to the consumer has advanced 
from 8 to 5 cents a pound. One of the 
excuses given for the retail trade ad- 
vance is. the higher price charged for 
ice by the various ice combines in dif- 
ferent cities. ;

Dr. Abbott Heralds Socialism. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott’s baccalaureate 
sermon at Harvard has created a stir 
by announcing that the age of sociale 
ism is surely coming. The proper term 
was, he added, fraternalism. He said 
that there had been three conceptions 


of human relations and that we were, 


about to enter upon the third. He 
used as texts extracts from the Scrip- 
tures to support his statement as fol- 
lows: “A few wise good men shall.be 
selected to rule over the race,” ‘Let 
every man be free to do as he pleases,” 
and, “The organization of society on a 
basis of mutual service and helpful- 
| ness,” These, he said, represented the 
dead ages of autocracy, the present or- 
der of individualism and the coming 
age of fraternalism; in the future we 
would no longer honor mere wealth, 
that accumulation was already on trial, 
but that we would think first of the 
good we could do while getting it. The 
one remedy was to consider society as 
a unit. 

Berkman, Leader of Anarchists: 

Alexander -Berkman was greeted by 

the meeting of New York anarchists 
last week as their new leader, and 
money was contributed to pay the ex- 
pense of publishing his forthcoming 
book telling of his fourteen years of im- 
prisonment at 
Pittsburg for 
the attempt to 
assassinate 
Frick. Berk- 
man was in- 
troduced by 
Emma Gold- 
man, who said 
they were proud 
of him because 
he had come 
out of prison 
“with a bigger, 
greater lreart 
for the suffer- 
ings, of down- 
strodden hu- 
manity,” with 
which remark ‘she gave him a reverent 
kiss. Berkman said-he was the same 
mar Who had shot Frick and that un- 
der the same circumstances he would 
do the same thing again. He’ said that 
American prisons were more inhuman 
than those in’ Russia. Both he and 
Miss Goldman denied the story :that 
they had been married, as neither of 
them believed in any sort of restriction 
of their individual freedom, but they 
did not deny that they were living in 
the relation of man and wife.

i. |. BRIEF. SESSION OF 


THE LEGISLATURE 


The legislature held a brief session 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The house gallery. was well filled 
when the session opened at. 1 o'clock. 
A rumor, that some exciting ‘‘incident” 
would be witnessed was responsible for 
sc..large number of spectators. But n> 
incident was. on the cards and none 
occurred. The Gethro conféssiofi was 
not referred to, nor did the rules com- 
inittee hold any session to discuss it. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock Mr. Walker of 
Brookline moved adjournment till 4 
this afteynoon, This was carried in the 
hope that by that lime the joint com- 
mittee on railroads and street railways 
would have reported some legislation 
along the lines of the governor’s anti- 
merger messge. 

The Suffolk ‘county courthouse bill 
fell into further difficulties. The house, 
on motion of Mr, Walker-of Waltham, 
nonconcurred in, the senate amend- 
ments to the measure and asked for a 
conference committee. 

The speaker appointed as 
of the, conference committee on the 
part of the house: Representatives 
Lowell of Newton, Walker of Waltham 
and Conway of ward 23, Boston, Pres. 
Dana named Reed of Bristol, Taft of 
Worcester and Bullock of Bristol as the 
senate conferees. , 

The fact that no Suffolk member was 
named asa .conferee caused Senator 
Seiberlich later in the day to ask for 
a. reconsideration of the vote whereby 
the senate agreed to the conference 
committee. But the court-house bill 
had then gone to the house and was 
technically in possession of the confer- 
ence committee; Pres, Dana explained 
this to the senator and the latter, ris- 
ing to a question of personal  privi- 
lege, explained that he thought the 
president should have put a_ Suffolk 
man on the committee. Senator Seiber- 
lich went further and suggested that 
one of the president's appointees 
should resign. But Pres. Dana said 
that this was really not a question of 
personal privilege with the senator 
from Suffolk. Senator Seiberlich dis- 
claimed any intention of criticising 
the president’s aprointments and the 
president, with equal courtesy, said 
that he understood the Suffolk sen- 
ator to mean that he, the president, 
might have made different apnoint- 
ments than he had. 

Having thus made clear the disagree- 
ment between themselves on this issue 
the incident close?: * 

In the house, when the Brockton 
canal bill was reached, Mr. Walsh of 
Falmouth moved to strike out the en- 
acting clause. M~. Walsh took the 
ground that the pill was wholly im- 
practicable, that the canal could never 
be constructed, thxt if constructed it 
would not pay, and that the whole un- 
dertaking was an idle dream to make 
Brockton a great inland city. 

Mr. Sowle of New Bedford attacked 
the Cape Cod canal proposition, say- 
ing the charter had been in existince 
for some 25 years., yet had never been 
built and never would be. 

Mr. Walker of Brookline said that 
the proposed canal cannot be built for 
anythink like the money behind it. It 
was a visionary scheme, He thought it 
should be sent over to the next general 
court. ; 

Mr. Coyle of Boston thought the 
scheme practical and that-it had been 
sc demonstrated by engineers. Mr. 
Dunham of Nantucket favored the 
bill. 

Mr. Power of Boston said the build- 
ing of the canal would tend to lower 
freight charges. Mr. Dean of Taunton 
favored the bill and said that Walsh’s 
opposition was due to a wish to favor 
the Cape Cod route. ° 

By a rising vote of 35 to 53 the house 
refused to -strike cut the enacting 
clause, and the bill! was passed to be 
enacted. 

The only matter in the senate calen- 
Gar was the report of the committee 
or water supply, references to the next 
general court, on the petition of the 
water commissioners of Waunton, that 
the state board of health may be au- 
thorized to delegate certain authority 
to local boards. of health. 

Mr. Reed of unton moved to sub- 
stitu#e the bill for the report. He saii 
the.bill simply, gives. the state hoard 
rights which"{t had always supposed 
it had until a recent decision of the 
supreme court. 

Senotor Garfield contended. thatethe 
present law is adequate. 

The amendment was adopted by a 
rising vote of 10 to $, The bill was or- 
cered to a third reading under suspen- 
sion of the rules: 

The expected veto of the gratuity bill 
was nat received. The governor has, 
however, till tomorrow in which to act 
on the: measure. A rumor gained some 
currency to the effect that the gevernor 
might let five days elapse without ac- 
tion thereby permitting the bill to be- 
come law. This is not. credited, how- 
ever. : 

Neither branch pballoted again for 
councilor in the 4th district. The can- 
didates,. compromise, and _ otherwise, 
are still hard at work in the effort to 
secure the election of one of their 
number before prorogation.

They informed the operatives that 
in face of the falling market, which 
has been weakening for’three months 
and has dropped again within three 


‘weeks, they can hardly afford the in- 


creasé already offered. .°. 
Many of the figures presented by the 
operatives 4s to wages .paid elsewhere 
were not accepted by the manufactur- 
ers, as they stated, that the mills cited 
finish their product, bleaching and dye- 
ing the goods, departments that are 
not conducted by any of the local 
corporations. They maintain that the 
cases cited are not similar for this 
reason, while the figures they had ob- 
tained, and on which they based their 
statement last Saturday, are of com- 
peting mills. 

After the conference the union dele- 
gates had a short session and decided 
to refer the» wage question to the 
unions which they represent at gen- 
eral meetings which have been called 
for Friday and Saturday night. 

Whether the advance offered will be 
zaecepted by the operatives cannot he 
foretold with certainty, but it may 
be judged from the temper of the mili 
workers that they will take 5 percent 
without further agitation at this time 

That there will be no strike may be 
predicted as almost certain, and many 
of the operatives are of the opinion 
that the manufacturers would prefer 
to have the mills closed rather than 
grant the additional 5 per cent. 

Many believe that even if 10 per cent 
were granted it would be for only a 
short period, and that a cut to the 
present wage level would follow, while 
the 5 per cent advance that is to go 
into effect next Monday will be con- 
tinued for some time, and good feel- 
ing will prevail on all sides.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 27—The 
Harvard baseball nine was ~ defeated 
by Yale here yesterday afternoon, 3 to 
2, in a game of 10 innings. 

Harvard tied the score in the seventh 
on a corking single by Capt. Stephen- 
scn, but after three.more hard-fought 
innings, Yale seored the wintling ré&n, 
which was brought.in on a° terrific 
drive to left field by Jackson, with two 
out.

MICHAEL DYER SENTENCED

Webb 
was in company with a man named 
Jeremiah Murphy and upon Dyer ad- 
dressing Webb the latter replied to 
him advising him to go home and 
leave them alone. Dyer immediately 
rushed upon Webb and stabbed him 
with a wicked looking knife, inflict- 
ing a cut on the left side of his breast 
5*1-4 inches Jong’ and 1 1-2 inches in 
cepth, which penetrated the liver and 
lungs of the unfortunate man. Officers 
Vose and oran arrested Dyer and 
he was hel@the next day in $15,000 
bonds for the grand jury which later 
indicted him for murder, Webb pass- 
ing \away at the General hospital at 
11.45 o'clock Aug. 3rd. Dyer lived on
